FOREIGN SHIPPING 
COMPETITION 


Although it is almost ‘impossi- 
ble, due to the cryptic nature of 
the official communiques on the 
subject, to ascertain what pro- 
gress has been made by the Im- 
perial Conference on the ques- 
tion of maintenance’ of British 
shipping in the face of foreign 
subsidised competition, some 
comfort can be found in the fact 
that the matter is considered to 
be one of common concern to the 
whole Empire. It’ is recorded 
that certain forms and methods 
of foreign discrimination. are 
seriously prejudicing . British 
shipping, if they do not actually 
threaten its entire elimination. 
Accordingly, instances of this 
character, it is urged, should be 
brought to the notice of all Em- 
pire Governments for the pur- 
pose of considering the best 
“| means of meeting the situation. 
‘The Conference itself does not 
appear to have had in harid the 
question of increased foreign 
competition in Far Eastern 
waters, although high praise is 
recorded of the work of the Im- 
perial Shipping Committee in 
connection. Presumably 
more will be heard of this matter 
in the near future. One of the 
knottiest. problems encountered 
by the’. Conference committee 
has been the competition between 
United States, Australian and 
New Zealand ships on the Pacific, 
concerning which no finality has 
yet been renched. ‘Meantime, 
the Governments concerned 
therein, a8 well as the United 
Kingdom, hay the. question in 
hand. According to one mes- 
sage, the Imperial ‘Conference 
delegates approved of a sub- 


‘Isidy to British shippers engaged 


on ‘the Pacific route, but some- 
what unexpected opposition to 
the ratification of any such agree: 
ment appears to have been en- 
countered from Mr. Mackenzie 
King, .the Canadian ’- Premier, 
who, anxious-for the conclusion 
of an Anglo-American trade-pact, 
fears that sucha move might be 
interpreted as being -. aimed.

The report on the question of 
pence ond war, extending, with 


appendices, to 25,000 words, is one; 


of the longest ever presented to the 
Assembly. It contains the findings 
of the Committee of Church: and 
Nation, with ad hoc members, ap- 
pointed to “consider, In. the light of 
Christ's teaching, the whole question 
of peace and war and the practical 
means whereby the Church may lend 
the nation In the way of peace.” 

Part ef the report reads:— 

‘In presenting this report ta the 
General Assembly, the Committee is 
conscious of disappointment that a 
unanimous view of the problem has 
not been found possible, ‘but the 
Issues -have been definitely stated 
and the members of the, Church 
must therefore come to a decision 
for themselves after due considera- 
tion of. both positions.”

FUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCES 


The Committee studied deeply the 
mind of Jesus Christ on war and the 
relation of the Christian and of the 
Church to it. The general findings 
represent broadly the views of the 
majority of the Committee, thouglr 
Individuals would make reservations 
here and there. Section JT repre- 
sents the views of the pacifist group. 
Both are reprinted as valuable con- 
tributions to the understanding of 
the difficulty of drawing hard-and- 
fast conclusions from the words and 
actions of our Lord. Ffom a study 
of these two contributions it will 
become clear that pacifist and non- 
pacifist differ. fundamentally on 
several issucs, ,nolably . on the 
method of Interpreting the tenching 
.of-our Lord and on the. signifleance 
of His example. - While there are 
large arenas of agreement on what 
our Lerd said and did, and what 
avas in His mind on the questions 
at issue, it would be uscless to 
attempt.to disguise the deep differ- 
ences of interpretation held by the 
4wo sections with equal conviction 
nnd equal desire to be loyal to the

“If in ‘this we are in error, we 
have misunderstood the Gospel of 
Christ, our preaching, not on war 
merely, but on life as a whole, is 
gravely misleading,.and the Faith by 
which we Nve Js vain.

(Church Js not merely the rightness 
or wrongness of war, bul the -mean- 
1 ing-of. the Gospel. 


“Moreover, «it seems necessary to 
point out that-if-the Church ‘decides

LEAGUE OF CHURCHES 


Fortunately, the report proceeds,

FOREIGN SHIPPING 
~~ COMPETITION 


Although it is almost impossi- 


ble,-due to the cryptic nature of |. 


the official communiques on lhe 
subject, to ascertain what pro- 


perial Conference on the ques- 
tion of maintenance of British 
shipping in the face.of foreign 
subsidised competition, - some 
comfort can be found in the fact 
that the matter is considered to 
be one of common concern to the 
whole Empire. It is recorded 
that certain forms and methods 
of foreign discrimination are 
seriously prejudicing - British 
shipping, if they do not actually 
threaten its entire elimination. 
Accordingly, instances of this 
character, it is urged, should be 
brought to the notice of all Em- 
pire Governments for the pur- 
pose of. considering the best 
pie ae : 
The Conference itself does not 
appear to have had. in hand the 
question of increased foreign 
competition in Far astern 
waters, although high praise Is 
recorded of the work of the Im- 
perial Shipping Committee ‘in 
this connection. Presumably 
more will ‘be heard of this matter 
in the near fyture. One of the 
knottlest problems encountered 
by the Conference committee 
has been the competition between 
United, States, Australian and 
New Zealand ships on the Pacific, 
.{ concerning. which no finality has 
reached. Meantime, 
the Governments concerned 
therein, ag well as the United 
Kingdom, has the question - in 
hand. According to one mes- 
sage, the Imperial Conference 
delegates approved of a sub- 
sidy to British shippers engaged 
on the Pacific route, but some- 
what unexpected opposition to 
the ratification of any such agree- 
ment appears to have been en- 
countered ‘from’: Mr, Mackenzie 
King, the : Canadian Premier, 
who, anxious for the conclusion 
of an Anglo-American trade-pact, 
fears that such 2 move might be 
interpreted .as being aimed 
against-the United States.’ But, 
surely, if .
